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‘KIM JONG IL - A fighter for Juche'

We celebrate the Day of the Shining Star, the 80th birth anniversary of the birth 
of the great leader comrade KIM JONG IL, because he was indeed the Shining star, 
a man of great accomplishments and achievements whose achievements shine 
brightly.

At an early age comrade KIM JONG IL studied the Juche idea and also worked 
hard to defend the Juche idea from the attempts of factionalists, revisionists, 
counter-revolutionaries and flunkeys and agents of big powers. When he was a 
school student, comrade KIM JONG IL organised a group to study the 
biography of President KIM IL SUNG. He fiercely denounced those followers of the 
factionalists. 


Comrade KIM JONG IL joined the Workers’ Party of Korea(WPK ) on the 22nd of 
July 1961 whilst still at university. On the 19th of June 1964 he began working 
at the Central Committee of the WPK. 


In the 1970s comrade KIM JONG IL set about the tasks of developing the Juche 
idea in depth, in systematising it and in applying it to society. In February 1974 
comrade KIM JONG IL put forward the programme of modelling the whole society 
on the Juche idea. This was a most bold, revolutionary and dynamic concept, 
quite unique. In April 1974 comrade KIM JONG IL published the work ‘On Some 
Questions in Understanding the Juche Philosophy’ in which he looked at the 
philosophical angle of the Juche Idea. This theme was to be developed in comrade 
KIM JONG IL’s celebrated and famous treatise 'On The Juche Idea’, which was sent 
to the National Seminar in March 1982 to mark the 7Oth anniversary of the birth 
of the great leader President KIM IL SUNG. In this work for the first time in the 
history of philosophy, comrade KIM JONG Il defined the nature and essence of 
man. He said that man is a being, with independence, creativity and 
consciousness. These three factors form an integral whole. He taught that Juche 
proves that man is the master of the world, he said: 


'The Juche idea shows a new viewpoint and attitude to the world, 
on the basis of man's position and role as master of the world. 


The viewpoint and attitude to the world shown by the Juche idea 
are those with which the world is approached by focusing on man, 
the master of the world. Taking a man-centred attitude towards the world 
means approaching the world from the viewpoint of interests of man, 
the master of the world’ 


This work demonstrates the true philosophical genius of the great leader 
comrade KIM JONG IL. 


The work 'On The Juche Idea' brilliantly expounded the superiority of the Juche 
idea. It showed that it overcame limitations of preceding theories such as 
determinism and over-emphasis on material and economic factors. At the same 
time it soundly crushed revisionist and opportunist theories which preached 
giving up revolution and weakened (and eventually frustrated) the building of 
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socialism. 


The work 'On The Juche Idea' shines brightly as a brilliant manifesto for total 
human liberation in all fields. It gives correct answers for those building socialism, 
correct answers for those overcoming imperialist oppression building new 
independent societies, correct answers for those struggling for independence 
against imperialism and correct answers for those fighting against capitalist 
oppression and exploitation. 


There is no doubt that comrade KIM JONG IL’s work in developing and 
systematising the Juche idea became a great material force propelling the Korean 
revolution forward and the building of socialism in People’s Korea.

‘Agrarian Reform and Socialist Agriculture 
in People's Korea' 


The history of the Korean land reform begins in March 1946, when right after 
the creation of the new and fully liberated socialist state, land was parceled out 
after landowners and Japanese invaders. The process of restoring agricultural 
lands for their rightful owners took only 20 days and was very radical in terms of 
positive consequences for the Korean peasantry. 


The lands and estates along with all agricultural production and material assets 
were transferred to the people's state and its people without any compensation for 
the former owners, which was an act of historical justice 


The land reform was an act of historical justice, an act of redress for the 
generations of Korean peasants who, humiliated and suffering inhuman 
exploitation under the yoke of the Japanese occupation and landowners, worked 
on their land not for themselves but for the profits of foreign invaders. 


The land reform in the newly emerged Korean socialist state began with 
conditions like the majority of the population, 80% belonged to peasants at that 
time, and the countryside was dominated by old feudal land ownership. 


The Act. of the Agrarian Land Reform has historical mark in socialist 
Constitution of the DPRK: 


ARTICLE 6. The land owned by the Japanese government 
and the Japanese nationals as well 
as the Korean landlords ts confiscated. 
The tenancy system is abolished forever. 
Only those who till land with their own labor are allowed to own it. 

(Constitution of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea, 

adopted by the Supreme People's Assembly 

at its First Session September 8th, 1948, 


with amendments adopted at the Seventh, Eighth 
and Ninth Sessions) 


The new Korean People's Government, in accordance with the principles of 
starting the construction of the foundations of socialism contained in Marxism - 
Leninism, had to quickly liquidate capitalist relations of production and feudal 
remnants such as the work of the peasantry on farms with bourgeois and rich 
owners and Japanese invaders. land in Korea was cultivated by large landowners. 


Cooperative ownership under socialism arises as a result of historical changes 
and, as in Korea, as a result of the victorious national liberation revolution. These 
transformations in the DPRK led the peasantry and other agricultural values of 
the population, previously associated with small-scale agricultural production for 
the occupation Japanese authorities - to new socialist and collective forms of 
management. The collective property resulting from the socialization of small 
commodity production is just a new form of socialist property, responding to the 
challenges of the new era of building the foundations of socialism that took place 
in the DPRK in the years 1946 - 1960. 


President Kim Il Sung and the new socialist power following the principles of 
building the foundations of socialism introduced the Agricultural Reform, which is_ 
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a socialist way of rebuilding a given backward and feudal agriculture. One of the 
methods was the voluntary collectivization of peasants after granting them land 
ownership. The way of collectivization of agriculture resulted from the principles of 
Marxism - Leninism. F. Engels wrote in his works: 


'... when we have the state authority, 
we will not be able to think of expropriating small peasants 
by force (no matter what - with or without compensation), 
as we will have to do with the great landowners to petty peasants consists, 
in advance, of transforming their private production and private property into 
collective ones, not by force, but by, for example, 
and by providing social assistance for this purpose ...' 


(K. Marx, F. Engels, ‘Selected Works’. vol. II) 


Thus, in order to establish socialist means of production, great land property had 
to be confiscated, therefore the confiscation of land property in the light of the new 
tricky law of land reform was one of the first important acts of proletarian power. 
This reform turned into a national good. The power of landowners and rich 
landowners who often came from the Japanese occupiers or peasant strata 
cooperating with them came to an end. Due to this confiscation of lands under the 
force of land reform (Agrarian Law Reform), the alliance of the Korean working 
class with the peasantry was strengthened, and the great masses of the peasantry 
became permanently associated with the new Korean socialist power. 


Thanks to the Agrarian Reform, the new socialist state eliminated not only the 
great agricultural landowners' property, which was always a foothold for 
reactionary classes and their social values, but also the entire social class of 
landowners, which could be threatened as a counter-revolution. 


As a result of land reform, Korean poor peasants obtained land for their property 
in a system of collective management. Thus, the age-old dream of poor Korean 
agricultural workers and landless peasants came true - they began to cultivate 
their own land, not kulak (opposed to socialist change to the higher - income 
individual farmer who had larger farms), or landowners as well. All of this was 
guided by the slogan: 'Land to the tillers!’ 
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Harvest time on collective farms in the DPRK 


There is a story from the time of the beginning of the land reform. In 1946 during 
the spring day, the President Kim Il Sung visited one of the rural villages in the 
countryside of Pyongyang. There was a house with many rooms, formerly 
belonging to the landowner, who was taken away in the process of expropriation 
for the service of the people's state, now occupied by the local village committee of 
the land reform. It was there that President Kim Il Sung suddenly appeared during 
his visit. Upon entering the rooms where the land reform commission worked, he 
began a polite conversation with the peasants and commission members, asking 
how the parceling of the land and the granting of land deeds to poor peasants was 
proceeding. Who, the president, looked around the gathered peasants - farmers 
and asked who of them had experienced the hardest moments in the occupation 
past, and who suffered the most under the occupation. When the crowd pointed to 
a sick old man standing behind, the poorest of the poor. President Kim Il Sung 
called him over and seized his tired and worn-out hands. President Kim Il Sung 
talked to him for a long time, stroking his hands lovingly and asking in detail 
about his past. The old man told how he and his family had served as farm hands 
for the Japanese invaders for many generations and suffered a lot - the President 
Kim Il Sung asked the land reform commission to allocate him the former 
landowner's house for ownership and the best land taken from the landowner. 


It is evidence of the President Kim Il Sung full of love, dignity and dedication to 
activities for his nation and a testimony to the act of historical justice which was 
the land reform. 


As a result in less than a month a total of 1,000,325 hectares of land were 
confiscated and distributed to 724,522 poor peasant households who had no land 
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or just a little. 


A continuation of the socialist transformations in the Korean countryside, based 
on Agrarian Reform Land, was the commencement of the socialist collectivization 
of agriculture and the creation, of a truly socialist agricultural sector in the form of 
cooperative and state ownership and the progress of this process was delayed by 
the war (1950 - 1953) but back to the power and was carried out, in a few short 
years to completely success by all agriculture collectivized until 1958 and early 
1960s.

The DPRK socialist transformations in the Korean countryside were further 
strengthened and developed through Kim Il Sung ideological activities and his 
groundbreaking work named: Theses On the Socialist Rural Question in Our 
Country’. In this important work for agriculture sector work, President Kim IL 
Sung charted basic principles for the solution of the rural question in the 
Democratic People's Republic of Korea. The questions Great Leader President Kim 
Il Sung presented for first on a plenary meeting of the Central Committee of the 
Workers' Party of Korea on the 25th of February 1964. He paid forward the 
following three basic principles to be adhered to: 


1) First, the technological, cultural and ideological revolutions should be thoroughly 
carried out in the rural areas; 
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2) Second, the working-class leadership of the peasantry, the assistance of industry 
to agriculture, and the support of the towns to the countryside should be 
strengthened in every way; 


3) Third, the guidance and management of agriculture should be continually brought 
closer to the advanced level of enterprise management of industry, the bonds 
between all-people property and cooperative property should be strengthened, and 
cooperative property should be steadily brought closer to property of the whole 


people. 


From these theses, the ideological tasks for the socialist revolution in the 
countryside result in the abolition of the differences between the city and the 
countryside as well as the merging and organic unification. ! 


Dear Leader Kim Il Sung in this work also taught the main content of the 
revolution that is to take place in the countryside after the establishment of the 
socialist system, the basic way to abolish the distinction between town and 
country, and the basic direction of realizing the organic connection between 
cooperative ownership and property of all people. 


Until today, no one or any country from previous socialists or current has 
achieved such a degree of socialization and nationalization of agriculture.

Free of charge homes for agriculture workers and peasants 
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The importance of the agricultural policy of the new Korean People's Government 
towards the peasantry to whom land was allocated - was not confined to the 
establishment of new property relations. The people's state from the very 
beginning, under the leadership of Dear Leader Kim Il Sung, began to help the 
peasantry in the transition from an individual agricultural economy to a large 
agricultural cooperative economy by investing and ensuring the supply of 
materials and means for agricultural production, especially modern agricultural 
equipment, machinery and equipment. Thanks to the self-sufficiency policy 
resulting from the Juche philosophy and based on the strength and resources of 
our own industry, modern agricultural machinery and equipment are produced. 
Korean agriculture supplies, among other things, from the Kumsong Tractor 
Factory. 


It was the right path that led to the creation of large socialized production in the 
countryside based on the transformation of small peasant property into 
cooperative (group) owners farms and the organization of large-scale specialized 
state-owned farms. It was aimed at, in accordance with the ideals of socialism, 
replacing hard and low-effective work alone into a common collective work, more 
modern and increasing economic effects and excluding human exploitation by 
man. 


A great help in mechanization and improvement of agricultural work was the 
creation of farm machine stations that still exist today and play a very important 
role in the agricultural sector of the Peoples Korea. 


Socialist collectivization and socialization of agricultural production, rural farms, 
brought a great increase in food production, both in agricultural plant production 
and agricultural livestock production. 


It is worth emphasizing that the Korean agrarian reform in the following years of 
its implementation did not repeat the mistakes of collectivization in the USSR from 
the NEP period. And also, what is important - DPRK did not follow economic 
mistakes of the political team of the polish then first Secretary of the Polish United 
Workers Party - W Gomulka from the years in the People's Republic of Poland. No 
elements of the capitalist economy were introduced, as was the case in the NEP 
(New Economical Plan) in USER for example, and the previously created 
cooperative economies were not dissolved - which was one of the mistakes that 
caused the construction of socialism to collapse in the Polish People's Republic in 
1989. 


The agriculture of socialist Korea is systematically developed today in the great 
Juche farming methods, and is an important area of activity full of concern on the 
part of state policy and by the Dear Marshal Leader Kim Jong Un and 
government's bodies of the DPRK such as the agricultural ministry into the 
-agricultural commission. Rural and agricultural issues are under ‘constant care’. 
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and commitment to creating the state's guidance and policies over agriculture. 


Modern, collective and state-owned farms, specializing in animal and plant 
production, conduct intensive farming and livestock farming. Socialist farming 
provides good quality, cheap, varied and tasty food for Korean society. 


Thanks to the land reform and collectivization process, farmers and peasants 
working on collective and state-owned modern farms lead a happy and prosperous 
life. Regarding the Juche Idea they are masters of their life, masters of their fate 
and masters of them land in the service to the entire nation, to build a prosperous 
socialist paradise as DPRK is. 


The socialist reconstruction of the countryside over many decades since the 
historic act of reform has brought about great transformations. Huge investments 
in the Korean countryside were built not only in the productive but also in the 
social sphere. Korean agriculture workers live in beautiful and comfortable houses 
free of charge and, working for the good of the country, receive a good salary 
serving the nation in such an important field as agriculture.

The 'Day of the Shining Star' is so named because on that day with the birth of 
Kim Jong Il, a great mind and the world's best ever leader was born. The Western 
imperialists mock this name and show the whole world that calling this day the 
'shining star day' is further evidence of the alleged cult of personality in the DPRK. 
Nothing more misleading, and this is a testament to the stupidity and 
shortsightedness of Western imperialist propaganda agencies. 


The only worthy successor to Kim Il Sung, to lead the great work of the Korean 
revolution was his son: Kim Jong Il. Born in a poor cottage in secret military camp 
of the anti - Japanese Korean Revolutionary People's Army, comrade Kim Jong Il 
did not have an easy life as a kid. He experienced poverty, cold and hunger in the 
forests of the partisan camp. A life under military struggle full of fights and risk to 
be captured, all this hardened him for the years to come. 


Both, Great Leader - father Kim Il Sung, and the famous heroine of national 
liberation war - Madame Kim Jong Suk - gave Comrade Kim Jong Il an 
upbringing full of patriotism and love for the Korean homeland and her nation. It 
took place under difficult conditions full of liberation struggles. After the liberation 
and the creation of a people's state, right after the liberation of Korea from the 
Japanese occupation in 1945, comrade Kim Jong Il at the age of four, he grew up 
and learned to be very active in the social and political life of his country. He's 
young life, a life full of work and study and social commitment for people. By his 
earliest young life without privileges or special considerations, he soon became the 
leader of the people. 


While diligently studying in elementary school and taking general education 
(September 1950 - August 1960), and high school ( Kim Il Sung University 
September 1960 - March 1964), the young Comrade Kim Jong Il tried to 
encourage more ideological education among his classmates. He was engaged and 
active for many social organizations. His strength and energy were a massive 
inspiration for self-education and an unmatched example of a diligent student and 
a strong-energetic intellectual. In the following years, it resulted in enormous 
creativity in the field of ideology in the continuation and development of the 
foundations of the philosophy of Juche and Songun, in many political and 
ideological scientific works based on classic Marxist-Leninist works. 
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During his life, when Kim Il Sung his father still led the Korean Revolution, 
Comrade Kim Jong Il step by step grows as a state leader, he fulfilled important 
and responsible functions in Workers Party of Korea and many governmental 
organs like DPRK National Defense Commission and of the Korean People’s Army 
(elected as a Supreme Commander in December 1991), up to Elected General 
Secretary of the WPK in October 1997 and re-elected General Secretary of the WPK 
at the Third Conference of the WPK in September 2010. 


A turning point in Comrade Kim Jong II's life and for the Korean Revolution was 
to take the helm of the people's state when the Great President Kim I] Sung passed 
away in 1994. 


This time, the whole world was also shocked by the crisis of the socialist camp 
and the collapse of the first socialist country , the USSR, Democratic People's 
Republic of Korea struggled with economic difficulties as a result of breaking off 
trade relations with the collapsed USSR's former ally and disrupted economic life. 


Immediately after assuming the position of the leader of the country, Comrade 
Kim Jong Il outlined his political course in his short but significant expose: 


‘Don't expect any change in me! 
We will do everything as the President wished 


It was a wonderful declaration of fidelity to the basic principles of Juche's 
philosophy of self-sufficiency, self-defense and independence. It was also an 
appeal for an unshakable permanent conduct which he set out for the Korean 
people who believe him as a father as Comrade Kim Il Sung before. 


Moreover, it was of colossal importance for avoiding the errors and distortions 
that destroyed the socialist camp, headed by the USSR, for the correctness and 
correction of the way of building socialism in this aspect. Comrade Kim Jong Il 
showed his Marxist-Leninist wisdom resulting from the historical analysis of the 
decay of the socialist system, and further dialectical development in the world's 
historical decades. He developed further and as a pioneer all of the basis of the 
ideology of Marxism - Leninism in the objective - historical - social conditions of 
Korea of Juche. This is how Songun Policy developed in the most revolutionary 
theory, the theory about the priority of military tasks and the importance, the 
superior role of the people's army in the process of building socialism. Comrade 
Kim Jong Il formulated in Songun Politics main thesis, is that only when the state 
has a sufficiently strong army can be defended to his nation, can the party and 
government be defended and also the happy life of the masses be guaranteed. All 
of them are successfully working until today in Korea of Juche. 


This theoretical path of Comrade Kim Jong Il is based precisely on the Marxist 
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analysis of historical events, on the analysis of errors made by the USSR. 
It is an immortal legacy, a valuable legacy in the global communist movement and 
its ideology. In the immortal works: ‘Socialism is a Science’ and ‘Abuses of 
Socialism are Intolerable’. In these and others works, Comrade Kim Jong Il 
precisely explained the reasons for the collapse of the word socialist's system, 
which begins with ideological corruption. He clearly analyzed the collapse of 
socialism in Eastern Europe. 


What would Korea look like today, if not for Comrade Kim Jong Il wisdom and 
knowledge? What would happen if Comrade Kim Jong Il did not continue to lead 
Korea along the path of the socialist revolution, and did not conform to the 
revisionist influences and new opportunist trends flowing from the West after the 
collapse of the world socialist camp? It would probably be a colonial country 
plundered by the world imperialist system under the aegis of the United States. 
Socialist Korea, would not be a fully independent country and would not achieve 
what it now has by maintaining; a course for alliance with the Korean face, 
socialism with Juche oriented style in a single - hearted united nation. 


If we look at Kim's life, we see how different it was from the life of the pompous 
leaders of the imperialist capitalist countries. The main difference was that Kim 
was always there and was with people, with his nation, through the nation's sweet 
and bitter days. 


So, remembering Dear Comrade Kim Jong Il on his 80th - anniversary of his 
birth, we can and should learn from him to learn patriotism, love and dignity for 
ordinary people whom he gave and devoted his whole life to. 


Today, when a great Korean revolution continues and successfully transforms 
People's Korea to be Asian Socialist's Superpower, the 'Day of the Shining Star' is 
the most important public holiday in DPRK. A public holiday - when happy 
popular masses - shows their happiness of a rich life and full of the most 
intellectual and material values of life - flowing from socialist prosperity. It is the 
day, with plenty of festivals and ceremonies, which shows the true happiness and 
joy of DPRK citizens. 


The star, this shining star on the element of humanity, shining love for man and 
concern for his living conditions and man's needs is just Eternal Leader Kim Jong 
Il. He will remain for us as a great example of a true leader and big warm hearted 
commander. Commander, endowed with great wisdom and skills that served the 
people to whom he devoted his entire admirable life.

Dr. Dermot Hudson, well-known among friends of the DPRK, recently released 
the new book, 'The Great Conspiracy Against People’s Korea: An Expose of The 
Intrigues To Destroy Juche-Based Socialism. 


Anti-DPRK media bias in the West is a well-known, but little studied 
phenomenon; some experts on Korean peninsula (for example, Konstantin 
Asmolov) have written several articles exposing often simply atrocious lies 
published regularly in the mainstream Western media about this country. 
Asmolov, for example, refuted various lies of the so-called North Korean defectors 
in South Korea where their material/financial well-being practically depends on 
their ability to come up with ‘unimaginable horror stories' about their life in the 
North. But such experts usually concentrate in their research on just one 
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personality or one book. Besides, sometimes they sound almost apologetic while 
refuting those lies: such is their fear of being accused of not being impartial. 
However, as Vladimir Lenin rightly said, 'One cannot live in society and be free 
from society’. There isn’t such thing as impartial media in our increasingly 
polarized world, and it becomes clearer to more and more people by the day. 


The degree of prejudice towards the DPRK in the world we live in, can be 
illustrated with an almost anecdotal, but real episode from a friend’s life: after his 
visit to the DPRK, when he spoke of his visit in his workplace, he was then 
rebuked... by his trade union ('Mr. X. claims that in North Korea corn in the fields 
grows taller than human beings’, was the ‘accusation). He then produced as 
evidence photos of himself in that North Korean cornfield, covered by the tall corn 
plants. He was told in no uncertain terms not to show these photos to his 
colleagues ever again. On another occasion, a North Korean delegation was visiting 
one of the Western European countries. A professor suggested to organise a 
meeting for them with students where students would be permitted to ask any 
questions. Koreans had absolutely no objection to this, but the university 
administration objected, and the meeting (which was planned to be titled: ‘North 
Korea: is a dialogue with the Devil possible?- so disrespectful for the guests, but 
the organisers never even thought about it) was not permitted to go ahead after 
all. So much for the freedom of speech and freedom of expression in this ‘free' and 
impartial’ world! 


What makes Dr. Hudson’s book different than for example, Asmolov’s articles, is 
the fact that he makes no apology for being a friend of the People’s Korea, he is 
proud of his record of solidarity work with this country and of his 18 visits to 
Pyongyang and other parts of it. As a person who has seen the country with his 
own eyes, who has talked to many people there of various strata of life, who 
studied its history and the Juche ideas in-depth (he received his Doctorate degree 
at the Academy of Social Sciences in Pyongyang) he obviously knows the reality of 
the DPRK a lot better than some Western experts who have never set a foot in the 
country, but are often full of burning hatred towards it and in many cases also 
receive generous grants from various foundations for their slandering works. 


The scope of this book is also very broad - it’s not just analysis of one single 
biased work about the DPRK. This is a chronologically structured analysis of a 
wide variety of methods of conducting anti-Korean propaganda and subversive 
work where ‘human rights issue' serves merely as pretext for ideological sabotage, 
sanctions racketeering and other forms of hostile activity, up to preparation of 
direct terrorist acts against this country (there are actually some European 
researchers who openly condone such acts as the unfamous armed attack on the 
DPRK Embassy in Madrid in 2019!) 


Dr. Hudson in his book gradually and in-depth exposes these hostile activities in 
his book, over its 9 chapters. It is a very timely publication, as the interest 
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towards the DPRK has grown over the last few years explosively and is continuing 
to grow, since the major economic, political, military and cultural developments 
took place in this country under the leadership of Marshal Kim Jong Un. And 
when people begin to search for more information about it, it is very important 
that they actually should have a choice of sources, not just an avalanche of anti- 
DPRK clap-trap (sadly, it is a regular occurrence that DPRK’s own websites and 
DPRK-backed YouTube channels become blocked /inaccessible in the ‘tmpartial’ 
West!). Dr. Hudson’s book aims to fill those gaps and fills them successfully. 


The book, in chronological order, reveals, using specific examples, various forms 
and methods of defamation of this socialist country. On certain issues, the author 
could perhaps dig a bit deeper - for example, to show how many different Western 
and South Korean think tanks and research institutions will lose their grants if 
this defamation stops, so there is a direct interest of 'researchers' to continue with 
their slander so as not to lose their jobs. Perhaps this could become a subject for 
Dr. Hudson’s future works, since he already produced in an appendix to his book 
a very impressive graphic scheme 'How Anti - DPRK propaganda works. Inter- 
relationships between agencies and institutions in creating and publishing 
propaganda hostile to the DPRK' 


Particularly interesting are also other appendixes to this book where the methods 
of anti-Korean subversive work and propaganda described in the book, are 
investigated in detail, using specific examples, such as BBC’s documentary The 
Mole. 


The author managed to successfully cover a big topic in a relatively small book. It 
would be great to see the continuation of this work or perhaps a separate version, 
designed for those readers who know practically nothing about the DPRK (for 
example, the story with a conspiracy to blow up monuments in the DPRK- such 
readers might need an explanation of why monuments are so deeply important to 
the people of the DPRK). 


Dr. Hudson has proven himself over the years to stand up in the media for the 
People’s Korea in face of various degrees of pressure and ostracism. The ostracism 
of those who dare to express a different to the 'mainstream' Western point of view 
on the DPRK is deeply ironic -by doing so, the Western media practically accuse 
the DPRK precisely of what they themselves are guilty of. It’s just like the depiction 
of the DPRK in South Korean films — it’s not the DPRK at all that is shown on the 
screen, it’s just is an unsightly self-portrait of the South Korean society, with its 
very own negative sides and problems. 


To understand the Korean people of the DPRK, one needs to have a sincere 
interest and desire to do so, as well as long and patient, unbiased communication 
with the local people. Often those who go to the DPRK with a predetermined task 
of vilifying it, like most Western journalists, do not have such interest or 
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willingness to learn to understand the Korean society. Luckily, Dr. Hudson has 
both long standing and sincere interest in the DPRK and its people, and his 
unshaken and passionate willingness to learn more and more about this 
fascinating socialist country with his every visit and to share his experience with 
us! This book is a testament of his dedication, passion and hard work.

International Women’s Day and People’s Korea 


March the 8th is celebrated throughout the world as International Women's 
Day. More correctly it is International Working Women's Day and it was proposed 
by the German socialist Clara Zetkin (who was later a leader of the Comintern and 
Communist Party of Germany ) in 1910. In the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea, March the 8th is a public holiday. It is celebrated by meetings, concerts 
and other events . In the DPRK there are buildings that bear the name: 'March 8th' 
such as the March 8th Hotel in Sariwon. 


Women in the DPRK, unlike in capitalist countries, have their own mass 
organisation, the Socialist Women's Union of Korea which was originally founded 
on the 18th of November 1945 ( only 3 months after Korea' liberation as the 
Korean Democratic Women's Union. 


The founder and eternal leader of People's Korea, President KIM IL SUNG always 
paid deep attention to the women's question and the liberation of women pointing 
out in 1971 that: Jf a society is to run normally women who account one half of the 
population must play their role satisfactorily if we are to revolutionize and working 
classize the whole of society we must also revolutionize and working classize 
women. Just as a wagon cannot run smoothly if only one of its wheels functions, so 
a society cannot develop on a sound basis when only men fulfill their duties.Only 
when women are revolutionized and actively participate in the revolution and 
construction can the whole of society be revolutionised and working classized' 


In People's Korea women had been liberated from the terrible double and triple 
oppression under feudalism and imperialism. Under both feudalism and the 
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colonial rule of Japan Korean women suffered extreme oppression including the 
sexual slavery imposed by the Japanese imperialists. 


The liberation of Korea from Japanese rule and the building of people's 
democracy, then socialism gave Korean women a new life as equals. Legalisation 
guaranteeing the rights of women had been enacted in the DPRK starting with the 
Law on Sexual Equality passed on the 30th of July 1946, Article 77 of the Socialist 
Constitution of the DPRK ( first enacted in 1972 and amended and supplemented 
several times since ), and the Law of the DPRK on Protection of Women’s Rights 
adopted in December 2010. 


Women's rights are guaranteed in practice by measures such as free socialised 
childcare including 24 hour and 7 day nurseries. Also women with 3 children 
under the age of 13 may work 6 hours but be paid for 8 hours. No one ever asks 
how much this costs. It is a benefit given by People's Korea to women. 


Women are highly respected in People's Korea, they are regarded as, in the words 
of respected Marshal KIM JONG UN ‘beautiful flowers of the country’. Nowadays 
women hold important positions in society such as managers of factories, heads of 
co-operative farms, directors of hospitals and other positions. In recent years 
women such as Kim Yo Jong, Choe Son Hui, Hyon Song Wol and Ri Chun Hee 
have become very prominent in the public life of the DPRK. The DPRK does not 
have the 'sex' industry ( prostitution was abolished in People's Korea in 1946 and 
pornography which are prevalent in Western capitalist countries. In the the 
capitalist countries women are treated as objects or commodities but in People's 
Korea women are free from this. 
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Thus in People’ Korea International Women's Day is celebrated not as a formality 
but with real meaning and is celebrated with pride by Korean women. This is 
thanks to the Juche Idea and the people-centred socialist system of the DPRK as 
well as the guidance of President KIM IL SUNG, Chairman KIM JONG IL and 
Marshal KIM JONG UN.

The DPRK is a country that can say and do what it likes without looking over 
its shoulder at others. The DPRK in carrying out ICBM and nuclear tests has not 
only defied the US and the UN Security Council but also the EU, Japan and 
significantly the big power chauvinists Russia and China.

The south Korean puppet regime has now abandoned many Covid 19 victims 
except for those over 60 and with pre - existing conditions. This is a real scandal 
but at the same time shows the corrupt and totally reactionary nature of south 
Korea.

Korea was a model country in dealing with Covid. As the figures show the reality is 
otherwise. 


Ironically the mainstream media would have you believe that south Korea is 
‘miracle' and ‘high growth state' and ‘human rights paradise’ but it is all a lie. The 
real paradise on the Korean peninsula is People's Korea which has zero Covid 19 
cases and Zero Covid 19 deaths.

"The Youngs Communist League of Korea’ 


With the rapid dissemination of Marxist-Leninist ideas through the activities of the 
members of the DIU and secret reading circles a qualitative change began to take 
place in the thinking of the young people and students. The progressive ideas 
gradually made them understand the tasks set before them by history and the 
nation. We united the young people and students into various organizations, while 
continuing to awaken them ideologically. Only through organizations was it possible 
to disseminate Marxist-Leninist ideas wider and train hardcore forces more rapidly. 
I started my revolutionary activities in the youth and student movement. I attached 
great importance to this movement partly because I was a student and particularly 
because it played an important role in and had an important influence on 
awakening and organizing workers, farmers and other broad sections of the 
masses. 


In Marxist-Leninist theory the youth and student movement is likened to a bridge. 
In other words, the youth and student movement is a bridge for the dissemination of 
progressive ideas, the enlightening and awakening of the masses and the 
encouragement of them to join the revolutionary movement. We supported this 
theory. 


With the revolution progressing and getting into its stride our view on and attitude 
towards the role of the young people and students changed radically. We defined 
the young people and students as constituting the fully-fledged main force of the 
revolution, thus breaking away from the old viewpoint according to which the motive 
force of the revolution had been defined with the main emphasis on the workers and 
peasants. This is proved to be correct by the course of the youth and student 
movement. 


Young people and students fought bravely in the van of the March First Popular 
Uprising, the June 10th Independence Movement, the student incident in 
Kwangju!” and other historic events which constituted the peaks of the anti- 
Japanese patriotic struggle in our country before liberation. We opened a new 
history of the communist movement on the strength of the youth and waged the 15- 
year-long anti-Japanese armed struggle with young people and students as the 
backbone. Today, too, young people and students are fulfilling the role of the shock 
brigade in our revolution. 


Young people and students are the main force of the revolution in south Korea, 
too. Young people and students played an important role in triggering off the April 
19 Uprising, the leading role in the people’s resistance in Kwangju (1980) and 
were standard-bearers in the June Resistance which overthrew the political regime 
of the “Fifth Republic.” 
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As is well known, young people and students were the vanguard of the May 4 
Movement which the Chinese people regard as the starting-point of their new 
democratic movement. 


The long and rich history of the struggle of the Korean people in which they 
constantly accumulated new experience, clearing an untrodden path for mankind, 
has proved that the old theory which did not regard students even as a social 
stratum does not conform with the actual situation in our country. 


The problem with our youth and student movement up to the first half of the 1920s 
was that it did not stand firmly by the class and anti-imperialist view and was not 
rooted deep in the masses. Most of the top level of the movement were intellectuals, 
and the main force of the movement attached too much importance to the 
enlightenment movement. 


We made every possible effort to take a resolute first step while strictly guarding 
against any repetition of the shortcomings revealed in the youth and student 
movement previously. 


But the formation of the organization and the enlisting of young people and 
students in it came up against complex problems. Our greatest difficulty in 
organizing the young people and students was deciding what method and form to 
adopt in founding an organization, in view of the fact that youth organizations 
formed by the nationalists and factionalists already existed. In Jilin there were 
already the Jilin Youth Association, the Ryogil Association of Korean Students 
in Jilin, the Children’s Association and other organizations. 


If these organizations had not existed, new organizations could have been formed 
without hindrance, like building houses on an empty site. But various organizations 
had already been formed and were working among the young people and students, 
and they could not be ignored. 


After serious discussion we decided to ignore or renovate the organizations which 
existed only in name and were not active and leave the organizations which were 
active, though uninspiring, as they were, and use and reform them in the future. 


The Association of Korean Children in Jilin was the first organization we formed 
there. At that time there was the Children’s Association that had been formed by the 
nationalists in Jilin but it was an organization in name only and the Korean 
children in Jilin knew nothing of its existence. We formed the Association of Korean 
Children in Jilin, a legal organization, in April 1927 at Son Jong Do’s chapel. 


I, together with Kim Won U and Pak Il Pha (Pak U Chon), presided over the 
meeting. At the meeting it was decided to set up organizational, propaganda, and 
sports and leisure sections within the association and to establish branches in 
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schools and regions. 


Hwang Kwi Hon, who attended Jilin Girls’ Normal School and was then in charge 
of the propaganda section of the Children’s Association, remembers this well. 


The Children’s Association embraced all the Korean children in Jilin, including the 
children of workers, peasants and small and medium manufacturers and 
merchants, as well as of nationalists. The aim of the Association of Korean Children 
in Jilin was to educate children in the anti-Japanese idea and bring them up to be 
reliable reserves for the revolution. 


In its programme the Children’s Association made one important task for its 
members to be to study the new progressive ideas and explain and propagate them 
to the broad sections of the people. 


In May that year we reformed the Ryogil Association of Korean Students 
in Jilin into the Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Jilin. 

The Ryogil Association of Korean Students in Jilin had no small number of 
members and a certain influence. 


Originally it had been formed to promote friendship among Korean students 
in Jilin and had been aided by the nationalists. Son Jong Do was one of its 
advisers. 


When we proposed to reform the Ryogil Association of Korean Students in Jilin into 
the Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Jilin, some people suggested that it be 
disbanded, criticizing it as a fraternity organization directed mainly by the 
nationalists. They alleged that, as the organization was based on nationalism and 
heterogeneity, whatever might be done to it, it would still remain nationalist. The 
essence of their argument was that nationalism was an outdated trend and should 
be done away with. 


In those days there was intense rivalry in winning over the masses. The 
communists and the nationalists, being in opposition to each other, vied to draw the 
masses to their side, while even within the same communist movement factions tried 
hard to attract the masses. If one day the Seoul group seized the leadership of the 
Young Communist League of Korea, the next day the Tuesday group would form the 
Hanyang Youth Association in opposition to it, and if the following day the Tuesday 
group formed the General Association of Workers and Peasants in Korea, the Seoul 
group in its turn would form the Kyongsong Association of Workers and Peasants to 
counter it, and this became the fashion. Factionalists even vied with one another in 
forming terrorist bands so as to contain other groups. 


But we, the communists of the new generation, could not follow in their steps. If we 
had ignored the Ryogil Association of Korean Students in Jilin the way the 
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factionalists did and formed another youth organization, it would have complicated 
our relations with the nationalists and disrupted the ranks of young people and 
students. The result would have been unwelcome and harmful in every respect. 


We proposed to join the Ryogil Association of Korean Students in Jilin and 
gradually reform it from a pure fraternity organization into a revolutionary one, 
while continuing to preserve its status. I, a communist, became its honorary 
chairman, but as I acted under the patronage of the nationalists, I drew little 
attention from the Chinese warlord authorities. While leading the Ryogil Association 
of Korean Students in Jilin, I reformed it into the Ryugil Association of Korean 
Students in Jilin. 


The Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Jilin, on the surface, professed itself 
to be an organization for promoting friendship among Korean young people and 
students but, in fact, it acted as a revolutionary youth and student organization for 
implementing the ideas of the DIU. The change in the name of the Ryogil 
Association of Korean Stu - dents in Jilin and the reformation of it from a fraternity 
organization into a revolutionary one were a great experience for us in the youth and 
student movement. 


Influenced by the activities of the organizations we formed the tide in Jilin began 
to turn. 


The daily routine of the young people and students changed beyond recognition. 
The young people and children within the Children’s Association and the Ryugil 
Association of Korean Students in Jilin met by districts every morning. On Sundays 
all members used to go to Beishan Park in a column, march through the streets 
singing or hold an athletics meeting in the playground at the foot of Beishan Park. 


In working among the young people and children, we applied different forms and 
methods to suit their tastes and ideological levels. 


There were many children of Christians among the pupils in the Children’s 
Association. They believed that God existed under the religious influence of their 
parents. However hard we explained to them that there was no God and that it was 
absurd to believe in one, it was useless because they were under such strong 
influence of their parents. 


One day I asked a woman teacher at a Korean primary school under our influence 
to take the pupils who believed in God to church for a service. 


She took them to church and made them pray all day as I had said; “Almighty God, 
we are hungry, please send some rice-cakes and bread for us.” But they received no 
rice-cakes or bread and still felt hungry. Then I asked the teacher to take them to the 
wheat field after the harvest and glean the grain. She did as I had said and they 
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gleaned many ears of wheat. She threshed them and made some bread which she 
shared out among the pupils. While eating it, the pupils learned that it was better to 
earn bread by working than by praying to God for it. 


This simple instance demonstrated how the thinking of the young people and 
children was remoulded and old conventions were abandoned. 


In dissuading the children from going to church and constantly educating them so 
that they would not fall a prey to superstition, our aim was not to do away with 
religion itself. We wanted to prevent them from becoming weak-minded and 
enervated and so useless to the revolution if they were to fall a prey to religion and 
hold the Christian creed supreme. There is no law preventing religious believers from 
making the revolution, but young people and schoolchildren who lacked a scientific 
understanding of the world could be adversely affected by non-resistance advocated 
by religion. 


In Jilin I saw members of the Children’s Association singing psalms in the street. 
That was how great was the influence exerted by religion on the children. But 
singing psalms would not block the enemy’s gun muzzle. We needed fighters who 
sang of decisive battles more than religious believers who sang psalms. 


So we disseminated many revolutionary songs among the children. Soon the 
members of the Children’s Association who had been singing psalms in the street 
marched through the streets singing the Song of a Young Patriot and the Song of 
the Association of Korean Children in Jilin. 


I still remember the short course in Korean arranged in that summer holiday from 
among our activities after the birth of the Association of Korean Children 
in Jilin and the Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Jilin. We saw to it that 
the short course was attended by all the Korean children at Chinese primary 
schools and other Korean children who did not know their mother tongue. Most of 
them were born in Manchuria. They spoke Chinese better than Korean. 


We proclaimed, “Koreans must know about Korea!” Kye Yong Chun, Kim Won U 
and Pak So Sim each gave lectures. Until then we had no qualified teacher. All the 
hardcore members of the organization were teachers and lecturers. The children 
who attended the 20-day course could all read children’s magazines after finishing 
the course. 


The Children’s Association and the Association of Korean Students arranged an 
excursion to Mt. Lungtan, a picnic in Jiangnan Park, visits to sites of historical 
interest, public lectures, discussions, study sessions, debating contests, readers’ 
meetings, singing lessons, art performances and other extracurricular activities. 


In most cases we used Jiangnan Park and Beishan Park for our secret 
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rendezvous. Jiangnan Park was situated on a beautiful islet in the River Songhua, 
reminiscent of Rungna Islet. Some capitalists in Jilin had created a beautiful 
landscape there, like a botanical garden, by planting many trees; they earned 
money by charging for admission. They even grew peanuts in one empty place. In 
this park we often held secret meetings, in the guise of picnics. 


Beishan Park was a more ideal rendezvous point 
than Jiangnan Park. Beishan Park could be used in all seasons, 
whereas Jiangnan Park was mainly used in summer when it was covered with 
greenery. Beishan Park was usually full of the people of Jilin, so there were many 
public service facilities in and around Beishan Park. The street running up 
to Beishan Park was lined on either side with restaurants, sweet shops, toyshops, 
tobacconists, general stores, tea houses and places of amusement. There was also a 
big shop which specialized in Western goods. 


People used to swarm to Beishan Park, attracted not only by the fine scenery 
there but also by the many sites of historical interest such as Yaowang Shrine (a 
place for worship to the God of Medicine) where sacrificial rites were performed. 


In Jilin the three days of June 4 to 6 were fixed as a time for a festival at the 
shrine and every year during the festival under the auspices of the provincial 
government an official function was held in Beishan Park in honour of the 
birthday of the God of Medicine. The function was attended not only by ordinary 
people but also by local officials. The three days of the festival were a holiday. 


When the festival was being celebrated the police authorities set up a temporary 
branch station on the east side of the road up to Beishan Park where they installed 
a telephone, and they stationed police squads on the hill to maintain public order 
and keep a constant watch and supervision so that sparks given off by the sticks of 
incense burning at the shrines of Yaowang, Guandi and Niangnian would not cause 
a fire. During the three days of the festival cabmen and rickshaw-men earned ten 
times more money than at ordinary times. 


While the merchants were concerned only with making money, taking over the 
three days of the festival, the influential figures and far-sighted people of the town 
conducted social education designed to enlighten people, advertising popular short 
courses sponsored by the province. 


Enlightenment champions from different professions coming from various places, 
brandishing their fists, delivered fervent speeches on patriotism, 
morals, the defence of law, aesthetics, unemployment, physical culture, hygiene 
and other subjects. This was a splendid spectacle, the like of which could not be 
seen elsewhere. 


Taking advantage of the crowd we, too, sought out the masses and implanted 
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progressive ideas in their minds; at times we held secret meetings. The basement of 
the Yaowang Shrine was a marvellous meeting place used exclusively by us. The 
priest of the temple had been won over to our side. 


While attending school in Jilin, I gave lectures on many occasions. At times I 
delivered speeches at discussion meetings arranged by the nationalists. O Tong Jin, 
Ri Thak and other leaders of Jongut-bu often gathered together their fellow 
countrymen and the young people and students of the town and held lecture and 
discussion meetings for them on National Humiliation Day (August 29), March first 
and Tangun’s birthday (October 3). 


Members of the Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Jilin often argued 
whether Ri Jun’s method was right or An Jung Gun’s method was right. However 
much they argued, they could not reach a decision. So, in the summer of the year 
when the Ryogil Association of Korean Students in Jilin was reformed into the 
Ryugil Association of Korean Students in Jilin we submitted the question to debate, 
gathering together all the Korean students of the town at Son Jong Do’s chapel. The 
discussion served to awaken the younger people of Jilin ideologically. Firstly they 
realized that the terrorist method did not serve the proper purpose and that a 
petition, even less so. They learned that it was a daydream to expect help from great 
powers and unanimously deemed it necessary to explore a new path for the 
independence of Korea. 


At the symposiums and readers’ meetings held in Jilin in those days questions 
relating to practical aspects of the Korean revolution were often discussed. 
We fixed the first Sunday of May for Children’s Association Day and created an 
atmosphere of unity by holding an athletics meeting attended by the Korean young 
people and students, their parents, influential figures and independence champions 
in Jilin on that day every year. 


By uniting the children in this way we ensured that they took part in the work of 
educating and enlightening the people. Even the members of the Children’s 
Association who were only ten years old went out to Jiangdong, Liudamen, 
Xinantun, Dahuanggou and other rural villages nearby in their holidays and 
enlightened the peasants there, while helping them in their work. It was a valuable 
achievement and a great experience for us to have made the children who had been 
breathing one hundred kinds of breath share the same breath, and this 
in Jilin where the factional strife was rife. 


With the activities of the Association of Korean Children in Jilin, the Ryugil 
Association of Korean Students in Jilin and Marxist-Leninist reading 
circles proceeding briskly, a revolutionary force from the new generation grew 
rapidly in the Jilin area with the members of the DIU as its backbone. 


Recognizing this, the Japanese consul general resident in Jilin turned his 
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attention to our activities. Alarmed at the appearance of a new revolutionary force in 
the Jilin area and its rapid expansion, the consul general warned in his official 
report to the foreign minister of Japan that it was deserving of special attention 
since it was well organized and was likely to grow stronger in the future. 


More than the factions of the Korean Communist Party which was disunited and 
disrupted and the nationalist force whose practical ability and ability to penetrate 
the masses were weak, the Japanese imperialists feared us who had broken with 
factional strife and were clearing an original revolutionary path, penetrating the 
masses deeply. 


The news that a new movement had been launched in Jilin spread not only to 
different parts of Manchuria but also to the homeland and to China proper. The 
news was spread mainly by the students studying at schools in Jilin and their 
parents. 


Many young people flocked to Jilin from the homeland, Japan, the Maritime 
Province of Siberia and Manchuria to join our movement. We were visited by all 
sorts of young people from different backgrounds with different political opinions 
coming from different groups such as young people from the Independence Army, 
those who had been studying under adversity in Japan, those who had fought the 
white party, those who had taken part in the revolt in Guangzhou after graduating 
from the Huangpu Military Academy, those who had been evading pursuit by the 
Kuomintang reactionaries, and followers of Lenin, Sun Yatsen and Rousseau. In this 
period Kim Hyok, Cha Kwang Su, Kim Jun, Chae Su Hang, An Pung and others 
joined us. 


We admitted them to the DIU after educating them and extended our organization 
to the various schools in the town. 


In the course of this we came to believe that it was necessary to create an 
organization which was bigger than the DIU and capable of embracing more 
people. Out of this necessity we reformed the DIU into the Anti-Imperialist Youth 
League (AIYL) on August 27, 1927 and the next day formed the Young Communist 
League of Korea (YCLK) from the core elements of the DIU. The AIYL was a mass 
illegal youth organization which was anti-imperialist and took over the aims and 
programme of the DIU. It was basically composed of young Korean people but we 
also allowed young Chinese people with a strong anti-imperialist stand to join. 


The AIYL made a great contribution to rallying the anti-imperialist young people 
into the revolutionary ranks and to strengthening the mass foundation of the anti- 
Japanese struggle. 


The organization spread to all the schools attended by Koreans in the town 
including Wenguang Middle School, Jilin Middle School No. 1, Jilin Middle School 
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No. 5, Jilin Normal School, Jilin Girls’ Middle School and Jilin Law College and 
struck root in Jiangdong, Xinantun and other rural areas around Jilin and 
in Liuhe County, Huadian County and Xingjing County. It spread to every place 
where there were Korean young people. 


Soon the AIYL began to issue propaganda with the help of a mimeograph. 


On Saturdays we used to go out to the rural villages nearby immediately after 
school to rally more young people. Leaving after school on Saturday, we returned 
home on Sunday afternoon after doing our work. 


We reorganized the DIU into the AIYL and, following it, founded the YCLK because, 
since various organizations embracing young people and students in the Jilin and 
Fusong areas had been formed in a little over six months, an organization capable of 
leading these organizations in a unified manner was badly needed. 


The formation of a new vanguard organization for the young people was a 
necessity for the development of the youth movement in those days. 


As I had connections with all of these organizations, connections among them used 
to be established through my activities. In the case of Choe Chang Gol, Kim Won U 
and Kye Yong Chun, they had a hand in youth and student organizations as 
individual young communists. 


The formation of a new vanguard organization was also an urgent need in the 
light of the prevailing situation. 


At that time the Japanese imperialists were hastening their invasion of Manchuria. 
They ran wild to suppress the anti-Japanese feelings of the Korean and Chinese 
peoples, in collusion with the reactionary warlords in Manchuria, while intensifying 
their oppression of the Korean people. 


The Korean youth rose in a widespread struggle against the Japanese imperialists 
and the reactionary Chinese warlords. This required a powerful vanguard 
organization to rally the young people and students organizationally, to control them 
in a unified manner and to lead their struggle. 


Because the youth movement was on the road to disruption due to the strife for 
hegemony among the bigoted nationalists and factionalists the communists of the 
new generation were faced with the urgent task of forming a vanguard organization 
to save the young people from the danger of becoming disunited and guide them to 
unity and cohesion. 


In northeast China at the time the Korean Young Communist Association of 
Manchuria was formed as an underground youth organization and such overt youth 
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organizations were founded as the General Federation of Korean Youth in South 
Manchuria, the General Federation of Korean Youth in North Manchuria, the General 
Federation of Korean Youth in East Manchuria, the Jilin Youth League, the Kilhoe 
Youth League and the Samgakju Youth League. 


The factionalists of different hues tried to draw these youth organizations to their 
side, and the nationalists of different factions vied with one another to stretch their 
hand out to these organizations with the result that the members of these 
organizations were not clear whether their organization was a communist one or a 
nationalist one. So the young people and students were divided into different 
groups. Some students were under the influence of the M-L group and others, under 
the influence of the Tuesday group. As for the sons and daughters of the 
nationalists they sided with Jongut-bu, Chamui-bu or Sin-min-bu according to which 
organization their fathers belonged to and, further, were divided into a conservative 
group and a progressive one. As the young people and students had different 
opinions and belonged to different organizations, they were always at loggerheads 
with one another. 


There was a need for a new vanguard organization to put the disrupted youth 
movement on the right track, remove young people from under the influence of the 
nationalist forces and factionalists and lead them along the true path of the 
communist revolution. 


Frankly speaking, if the Korean Communist Party had played its part reasonably 
well, we would have been spared the trouble. There existed a party with communist 
ideas and many youth organizations, but they were of no benefit to us at all. This 
was a matter of regret and annoyance. 


The Korean revolution was faced by many complex problems due to its specific 
character. It was beset with manifold difficulties and bottlenecks. 


Complex problems constantly arose in our relations with the factionalists, 
nationalists, the Chinese people and the Comintern. On top of that, the Korean 
communists active in Manchuria were threatened by both the Japanese 
imperialists and the Chinese reactionary warlords. 


In the light of this situation, the effective leadership of the revolution required a 
seasoned leadership core capable of countering it and a correct guiding theory. 


Many fine young communists developed in the course of the struggle to implement 
the ideas of the DIU. A new type of young communist immune to factional strife, 
flunkeyism and the lust for power and untainted by the past developed into genuine 
core elements capable of leading our youth movement and communist movement 
along a new path. 
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We acquired a guiding theory for the Korean revolution in the course of studying 
the new trends in Huadian and Jilin and paving the way for the struggle in 
the DIU. 


Having decided to found the Young Communist League as a vanguard organization 
with a guiding theory, I set about to draw up a programme and rules for it. 


Its programme emphasized that the Young Communist League should be guided by 
a theory that was bound up closely with the practice of the Korean revolution and 
should fully repudiate factionalism. 


With these preparations as our basis, we held a meeting to found the Young 
Communist League of Korea (YCLK) beneath the Yaowang Shrine 
in Beishan Park on August 28, 1927. 


The meeting was attended by Choe Chang Gol, Kim Won U, Kye Yong Chun, Kim 
Hyok, Cha Kwang Su, Ho Ryul, Pak So Sim, Pak Kun Won, Han Yong Ae, core 
elements of the AIYL and other young communists. 


I delivered a report, which was published in pamphlet form. 


That day we sang the Internationale side by side as we had done when founding 
the DIU. 


The YCLK was an underground youth organization fighting against imperialism and 
for national liberation and communism, and which was formed by seasoned and 
tempered young people from different revolutionary organizations, the core elements 
of the AIYL forming its backbone. 


The YCLK, the advance detachment of the Korean young communists, was the 
vanguard of the various mass organizations. 


After founding the YCLK, we paid special attention to ensuring the purity of its 
ranks and strengthening their organizational and ideological unity and cohesion. If 
we had not done so it would have been impossible to maintain its existence because 
of the manoeuvres of the military and civil police and the frantic subversive activities 
of the reactionaries and factionalists. 


The YCLK attached great importance to the ideological education of its members 
and ensured that they made great efforts to study so as to raise their political, 
theoretical and leadership levels. They conducted serious study sessions and 
discussions on imperialism, colonies and national problems, as well as the 
immediate fighting tasks of the Korean revolution. 


We attached importance to the organizational life of its members. In those days the 
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YCLK held meetings for examining the conduct of its members once a month and 
reviewed their life. The members of the YCLK were tempered through their 
organizational life and it grew into a collective with a strong organization and rigid 
discipline. 


We constantly tempered the members through practical activity, giving them a 
variety of assignments such as to lead lower organizations, enlighten young people, 
students and other people and make the rural villages revolutionary. 


We constantly replenished the YCLK ranks with fine young people tempered in 
revolutionary organizations. As a result, the YCLK rapidly spread not only in and 
around Jilin but also to wide areas of Manchuria including Dunhua, Xingjing, 
Huadian, Fusong, Antu, Panshi, Changchun, Harbin, and to Korea including its 
northern part. The YCLK played the vanguard role in the Korean revolution. It is 
common knowledge that in the communist movement the party assumes the 
leadership of the mass organizations. But in our country the party was not playing 
its proper role, so the YCLK had to guide the organizations of workers, peasants and 
women, as well as of young people and students, taking upon itself the work 
devolving on the party. 


After founding the YCLK, we went among the masses quietly and without a fuss. It 
is enough to do things for the revolution and the people whether others recognize it 
or not. This was our view and attitude. When others went about, claiming to be 
legitimate out of a desire for hegemony, the young communists of the new 
generation advanced along the path of revolution step by step, shunning vanity. 


The YCLK played a glorious role in promoting the organizational unity of young 
people, training hardcore elements and strengthening the internal forces of our 
revolution. The founding of the YCLK was a great impetus to the work of the young 
communists to found a new type of party and played a pivotal role in expediting it. 
Most of the members of the first party organization formed in the summer of 1930 
were vanguard young fighters trained through the YCLK. 


Recently we have fixed August 28, the day of the foundation of the YCLK, as youth 
day.
